This was the first office action 
issued by Examiner Shaw. 

Claims 1-29 are pending. Claims 1, 7. 19, and 24-29 are 
independent; claims 2-6, 8-18, and 20-23 are dependent. 

Claims 1-29 have been rejected. Claim 13 is objected for failing to 
provide an antecedent basis for '^transferring the protected key." 

Claims 1. 5, 7, 19 and 25-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as anticipated by Engberg et aL (U.S. Patent 6,993,658). 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 8-10, 12, 15-18 and 24 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Engberg et al. (U.S. 
Patent 6,993,658) and further in view of Traversat et al. (U.S. Pub. 
2002/0152299). 

Claims 4, 1 1, and 20-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Engberg et al. (U.S. Patent 6,993,658) and 
further in view of Lincke et al. (U.S. Patent 6,253,326). 

Claims 13 and 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Engberg et al. (U.S. Patent 6,993,658) and 
Traversat et al. (U.S. Pub. 2002/0152299) and further in view of 
Lewis et al. (U.S. Patent 6,233,565). 

Applicant would like to address the outstanding rejections and 
discuss possible amendments to the claims such that the claims as 
amended would be allowed. Proposed amendments are set forth 
on the attached sheet for discussion purposes. 
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
